BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF SOUTH DAKOTA:3

Section 1. That § 1-18-6 be repealed.4

1-18-6. Any society of this state organized for the purpose of gathering and preserving facts5

relative to the history of the state or any portion thereof may become an auxiliary member of the6

South Dakota State Historical Society upon application, and may be represented at all regular7

meetings of such society by one member. Such auxiliary society shall make an annual report to8

the South Dakota State Historical Society to entitle it to such representation.9

Section 2. That § 1-18-23 be repealed.10

1-18-23. The director of the historical society shall work for free.11

Section 3. That § 13-59-18 be repealed.12

13-59-18. The museum at Dakota State University, provided for by § 13-59-12, shall13

continue within the Cultural Preservation Office of the Division of Cultural Affairs of the14

Department of Education, and all its functions shall be performed by the cultural preservation15
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office as provided by § 1-45-23.1

Section 4. That § 1-45-23 be amended to read as follows:2

1-45-23. The Office of History State Historical Society shall perform all the functions of the3

following museums:4

(1) The museum at the University of South Dakota known as the W.H. Over State5

Museum; and6

(2) The museum at Dakota State University, provided for by § 13-59-12 known as the7

Smith-Zimmermann State Museum; and8

(3) The museum at Pierre known as the Robinson State Museum Cultural Heritage9

Center.10
